Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have much pleasure in presenting to you my Annual 
Report for the year ending 3lst December 1968, from which it will 
be seen that during the year a total of 291 ships (101 from 
foreign ports), entered the Port, with a net registered tonnage 
of 52,338, The chief imports were gravel, petrol, coal, fertilizer 
and timber and the main exports were coke breeze, milk powder 
and stone, 


During the year the general standard of hygiene and 
cleanliness on board the ships entering the Port was found to be 
satisfactory and no cases of infectious diseages occurred amongst 
the crews, 


Owing to the collapse of a small part of the bank of 
the Canal, the Annual Inspection of the Authority's district had 
to be cancelled, but it is hoped that in 1969 such an inspection 
should take place. 


Finally, I would like to thank the members of this 


Authority for all the interest which they have shown in the work 
of the Port Health Authority during the year,

Cleansing and disinfection of ships, persons and clothing and 
other articles 


Disinfection of ships will, when necessary, be undertaken by the 
Port Medical Officer, the formalaehyde method being used, 
Lisinfection of clothing or bedding may be carried out at the 
steam disinfector station of the Exeter City Council. 


Cleansing of verminous persons will be carried out by the Port 
Health Inspector on the ship itself and the clothing, bedding 
etc. removed to the steam disinfector station at Exeter for 
steam disinfestation.
